Customers of application service provider (ASP) HostLogic, which filed for 
bankruptcy and shut down operations recently, learned the following 
hard lesson: putting critical applications in the hands of small ASPs can 
be very treacherous. Others facing possible disruption as small ASPs face 
hard times can only hope that their ASP will be acquired, as AppliCast was 
by Agilera. The lower-cost ASP business model is difficult to sustain, and 
analysts expect more ASPs to go out of business or be acquired in the near 
future. According to Gartner Group, an IT advisor, 50 percent of about 500 
currently operating ASPs are likely to go out of business in 2001. One ASP 
customer facing disruption and significant lost time is Tyco International, 
which chose HostLogic for its low cost. Tyco, which still believes the ASP 
model is a good one, may seek the services of another ASP, but before 
signing on will check the chosen ASP's financial balance sheets. Tyco's 
next ASP choice would have to show sufficient cash to become profitable 
without requiring more funding. However, few ASPs can claim that ability, 
and Tyco may have to give the job of implementing SAP applications to one 
of its own divisions. One ASP that was not chosen by Tyco is Corio, which 
charges more than competitors. Because it is expected to break even by the 
end of 2 001, Corio could be a survivor in the ASP industry.

Yodlee, VerticalOne, and other account aggregators/screen scrapers, allow 
consumers to view banking, investment, and billing statements from one 
World Wide Web site, irrespective of the institutions or companies from 
which the viewed accounts originate.

MYOB's MYOB Accounting Plus 9, Peachtree Software's Peachtree Complete 
Accounting 7.0 (the editors' choice), Champion Business Systems' Profit 
4.0, Intuit's QuickBooks Pro 2000, r:\evolution 2001, Netledger 2.0, and 
ACCPAC International's Simply Accounting 7.0 are compared small business 
accounting packages. Basic features provided include accounts payable and 
receivable; order, inventory, and time billing management features; general 
ledger; analysis and reporting tools; and payroll. Peachtree gets the nod 
for its excellence in every evaluation category, including an excellent 
interface and unusually good help and tutorials. Standard features are 
well -implemented and powerful, and the PeachLink add-on is the only product 
in the comparison that provides an integrated e-store solution. MYOB 
Account Plus 9 is a close runner up, with excellent accounting tools and 
very easy-to-use interface. With the addition of some robust e-commerce 
tools, MYOB could be a strong competitor to Peachtree. QuickBooks Pro 2000 
is also a good choice, but its help files and some features, including 
orders and inventory, cannot compete with Peachtree ' s or MYOB's. QuickBooks 
Pro is the only product that provides online banking, and Peachtree and 
QuickBooks are the only products that interface with third-party e-commerce 
solutions. Peachtree supports Web-based and electronic ordering, and 
combines bricks -and-mortar with online business and electronic payments, 
and QuickBooks supports electronic ordering. Only r:\evolution 2001 can 
post concurrently to multiple companies, and only MYOB and Simply 
Accounting 7.0 provide a report writer.

A discussion of Y2K dangers puts the many potential disasters described in 
the press and from other resources in proper perspective. Symantec's Norton 
2000 is highlighted as a product that provides data-scanning to check 
files, applications, and hardware for noncompliance problems on PCs. These 
risks can cause financial losses, liability, and incompatibility with 
systems used by company staff, customers, clients, and partners. Computing 
product makers may have to reduce production for a while to a certain 
extent, but predictions of 'a severe worldwide recession, • as predicted by 
Ed Yardeni, chief economist of Deutsche Bank Securities, are most likely 
exaggerations. Many people are concerned about problems with bank 
accounts , and in the worst case bank failures could occur if people begin 
needlessly stock-piling cash. The bank industry, which is rigidly monitored 
and operates under many government regulations, has the best Y2K 
preparedness of any business group. Several large banks' activities are 
described. Utilities, which are also closely regulated, are likely to 
have short, sporadic outages that will not last even days, and no 
interviewed utilities expect major problems. Appliance glitches caused by 
embedded devices are divided into low, medium, and high risk categories, 
with security systems reporting to a maintenance center, irrigation 
systems, PDAs, and fax machines at the high end, since they are heavily 
dependent on calendars . 
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TSW International's Planning Workbench and Empac, J D Edwards' Plant & 
Equipment Maintenance, Marcam's Protean Maintenance, and Project Software & 
Development's PSDI's MAXIMO are examples of products supporting integrated 
plant maintenance. Such tools are widely used in the highly automated 
process industries where management systems are multifunctioned, 
interconnected plantwide systems that enhance productivity, cut costs, and 
increase efficiency. Integrated tools allow maintenance operations to 
exchange information in near real time with inventory, scheduling, 
purchasing, financials, and project management systems. For some plants 
with closely integrated, sophisticated management processes, the 
maintenance system becomes a genuine enterprise system. Proactive 
management allows scheduling of planned on time to reduce emergency 
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maintenance situations, and issues that must be addressed include the need 
for corrective, preventive, and predictive maintenance. Planning Workbench 
provides one interface for system scheduling, planning and administration, 
and Empac integrates with Oracle financials , purchasing, and accounts 
payable. J D Edwards offers a capacity planning tool that helps manage 
labor costs, and Plant & Equipment Maintenance provides a user- friendly 
graphical user interface (GUI). Advantis.Pro is based on Protean, an ERP 
product, and creates an object-oriented (00) user interface. 
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Manzanita Software's BusinessWorks PC 9.0 has more than 100 enhancements 
for integration and reporting, placing it at the top of the midrange 
accounting package arena. DOS and Windows versions are available, both 
comprised of accounting function modules, and files from the two are 
compatible. This release also uses expanded or extended memory to speed up 
data access and search. Pop-up notes for customer, vendors, part numbers, 
and other items help add contact management functions. Reporting functions 
are excellent, with General Ledger producing income statements for 
particular periods; Accounts Payable has reports for bank reconciliation. 
Employee review and attendance can be tracked, and Order Entry creates 
invoices from quotes. Menus are in standard English, and documentation is 
very good. No support for foreign currencies is provided. 
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MacMoney 4.01 is recommended as an easy to learn and use personal finance 
package for users with the most basic money management needs. The product 
has good graphing and reporting features, including pre- and 
custom-designed graph styles. MacMoney now allows the user to add a 13th 
month at the end of a year, for receipt of and paying bills, or to pull 
together other year-end data for closing out the year. Split transactions 
can now have up to 25 destination categories, and handle up to 30,000 
records a year. The user can assign long payee names, and use up to 1000 
categories, Names, and ID codes for group transactions. Automatic 
transaction enhancements include editing, many bank account types, and 
data import from Quicken, CheckFree e-payment services, and Aatrix Payroll. 
However, MacMoney does not send data to CheckFree, as Quicken and Managing 
Your Money can. 
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Kent*Marsh's CryptoMatic 1.0.1 is security software that lets users quickly 
and easily encrypt documents such as financial records , personnel 
files, or trade information. The package places a small circle on the menu 
bar, and users highlight files, folders , or disks, and select Encrypt or 
Decrypt from the pull -down menu, or with a keyboard command. Its five 
encryption schemes range from a fast LightningCrypt to Triple DES (Data 
Encryption Standard, based on an ANSI scheme) . Self -decrypting files can be 
sent with a password to users without the software, so they can decode 
them. An Incinerate option destroys a file by overwriting it on the disk, 
making it unrecoverable. Aside from a few quirks and some encryption 
schemes that are not completely immune to hackers, the package provides 
effective protection to sensitive data. 
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NEBS Software's low-priced ONE-WRITE PLUS ACCOUNTING System 5.0, the first 
Windows release of the product (for Windows 3 . 1 or later) remains as 
streamlined as the DOS release. A comprehensive tutorial shows the user how 
to construct a firm's books and explains other tools. Users answer 
questions, and ONE-WRITE PLUS designs a custom- configured listing of 
setup procedures. Users can also just set up the books without any help, 
using a setup checklist and the Setup menu. Detail shown in the transaction 
screens lacks the depth of some competing products, but the program makes 
financial tasks for small businesses quick and easy. It writes checks, 
sends bills and invoices, establishes budgets, and tracks Accounts Payable, 
Accounts Receivable, and Payroll. Users can also maintain the General 
Ledger and reconcile bank accounts . Dozens of preconf igured reports are 
provided . 
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
